Slight Increase In Budget 


CHARLESTON — The Mississippi County 
budget for 1972, as approved last week by 
the County Court, contains few surprises 
and only a slight increase over the amount 
actually spent by the county in 1971. 
The budget is divided into two main 
sections — county revenue and road- bridge 
funds. 
The new budget for county revenue totals 
$307,470.62, 
compared 
to 
actual 
expenditures of $278,317.54 in 1971. The 
road and bridge budget totals $22,733.10, 
compared to actual 1971 expenditures of 
$163,815.47. 
It is customary for the budget figure to be 
higher than actual expenses, because the 
Court must plan for all possible expenditures 
during the year, some of which do not 
develop. The “emergency fund” budget, for 
example, totals $12,830, of which not a 


dime has been spent in recent years. 
County tax rates for 1972 will remain at 
their 1971 levels, the budget shows. These 
include: County revenue 50 cents; road and 
bridge 35 cents; library 15 cents; and 
Johnson grass 5 cents. (All rates are on the 
$100 assessed valuation). 


Total assessed valuation of the county is 
expected to drop in 1972 to $42,492,858, a 
decline of $1,138,000 from the 1971 total 
of $43,630,858, the budget shows. 
The county’s current revenue is expected 
to be $278,195 in 1972, and balances and 
back taxes of $149,196 are carried over, 
making a total available in the county 
revenue fund of $427,391.06. 
The unappropriated balance in the county 
revenue fund is $119.920.44.

POLLY’S POINTERS 


Use Plants for Lawn 


Cover Instead of Grass 


By POLLY CRAMER 


DEAR POLLY—My answer for Ruth who wants to use 
a ground cover for a lawn area instead of grass. Recom­ 
mended plants tor such use are ivy, pachysandra and 
periwinkle. Baltic ivy is heartier than English ivy, espe­ 
cially in the winter months. Pachysandra is recommended 
lor shade areas only. Ivy and periwinkle will grow in 
either shade or sunlight. 
To prepare an area for planting, the grass should be 
tilled well into the topsoil. Additional topsoil may be 
added it needed. Each ivy or periwinkle plant should be 
12 to 15 inches from its neighbor. Pachysandra should 
be planted 6 to 9 inches apart. Heavy mulch should be 
used at the time of planting. 
It is important to keep such an area weeded. Weeding 
will facilitate rapid establishment of the plants and pre­ 
vent 
choking out. 
Aside from careful weeding, one 
need only water the area during dry spells and feed the 
plants in the tall with 5-10-5 fertilizer (depending on the 
type ot soil) to maintain healthy plush ground cover.—

Out of State 
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A belligerent note has been struck in the encounter of 
the Jesus movement and the traditional church. It was 
bound to come and it carries the seeds of continuing con­ 
flict for the Christian church. There appears to be three 
aspects of the Jesus movement which blend into one as 
far as the public is concerned. This is unfortunate and the 
several manifestations of religious “happening” need to 
be carefully sorted out for they differ drastically. 
The first aspect of the Jesus movement is commercial. 
It centers around the record, and Broadway production, 
“Jesus Christ Superstar.” A folk rock opera, it has catchy 
tunes and a pounding pace. The theology is thin, present­ 
ing Jesus as a confused and bewildered humanitarian. 
The material, cast and song have enjoyed popular ac­ 
ceptance—like any other commercial musical. It will fade, 
for Broadway always looks to new seasons and new stars. 
The Children of God is now an international movement, 
spun out of the Jesus people that blossomed in California 
and Texas. Absolute, total allegiance to their fundamental 
brand of religion is demanded of members. Young people 
change their names, often leave home, and proclaim a 
m essage of immediate doom. Most of them seem to be 
a wrathful, furious sect: The traditional church is the 
enemv and American society the villain. In some areas 
the conflict within family and community has become so 
intense that a counter-organization has been formed, 
called Parents’ Committee to Free Our Children from the 
Children of God. While proclaiming valid truths of the 
Bible (judgment of a sensuous culture, criticism of a lazy 
church), they appear to ignore the love and peace and 
reconciliation of the New Testament. 
The third and, to this writer, the most significant aspect 
of the Jesus movement is the stirring of so many young 
people and children to a new and vital relationship to 
Jesus Christ. The rise of religion for many is nothing less 
than the moving of the Holy Spirit in individual lives. It is 
activated by a need for certainty in a century of change. 
It is a yearning for moral and spiritual depth in a society 
drenched with sexploitation, an advertising avalanche to 
buy-buy-buy, and a nation that talks peace and builds 
bigger bombs. For hundreds of thousands of young peo­ 
ple. the New Testament has become a relevant and thrill­ 
ing book—but the book is about a Person, not an idea or 
concept. 
The result of all this is mixed. One comment, by Peter 
Adgie, the pastor of the United Church, Los Alamos, N.M., 
is timely: 
“During the past month a number of high school stu­ 
dents in Los Alamos have committed their lives to Christ 
in a manner which perhaps can best be described as 
sudden and wonderful, although inexplicable to some. 
Some of those who have found a new vision of Christ are 
from the United Church, but many are from the commu­ 
nity at large. Their zeal, earnestness and eagerness to 
learn more of their Savior is amazing to see: heartwarm­ 
ing to some, disconcerting to others. 
“Clearly, these new Christians 
need support, under­ 
standing, compassion. and love, as they take their first 
steps in the Christian life. From various parts of our com ­ 
munity they have already experienced ridicule, rejection, 
severe criticism and scorn, and there are even those who 
are attempting to stamp out their faith ere it can be an­ 
chored in prayer and the Bible. 
“Christians in the United Church! Talk with these stu­ 
dents, help them whenever you can. go out of your way to 
know them, and pray for them! . . . How happy and 
thankful we are that the Holy Spirit has found them.” 
Leadership Failure Claimed 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — The general secretary of the 
World Council of Churches said Saturday that American 
churches share in responsibility for the “ failure of United 
States leadership” in the world. 
Dr. Eugene Carson Blake said the “ overwhelming 
opinion” of Christians with whom he has talked in other 
nations 
is 
that 
“ the 
United 
States 
is 
failing 
its 
responsibility and forfeiting its leadership of the world. 
“ This failure,” he said, “is seen essentially as a moral 
and spiritual failure and is therefore partly at least the 
responsibility of the American churches — Protestant, 
Orthodox and Roman Catholic — and of the Jewish 
community.” 
Dr. Blake’s comments came in remarks prepared for 
delivery Saturday afternoon at an interfaith conference 
here on the war in Southeast Asia. 
“ It appears to me that it is the task of the American 
churches to challenge with whatsoever influence they have 
not merely the policies of the United States in Southeast 
Asia, but also the basic moral assumptions used as the 
justifications of these policies,” he said.

dime has been spent in recent years. 
County tax rates for 1972 will remain at 
their 1971 levels, the budget shows. These 
include: County revenue 50 cents; road and 
bridge 
35 cents; library 
16 cents; and 
Johnson grass 5 cents. (All rates are on the 
$100 assessed valuation). 


Total assessed valuation of the county is 
expected to drop in 1972 to $42,492,858, a 
decline of $1,138,000 from the 1971 total 
of $43,630,858, the budget shows. 
The county’s current revenue is expected 
to be $278,195 in 1972, and balances and 
back taxes of $149,196 sre carried over, 
making a total available in the county 
revenue fund of $427,391.06. 
The unappropriated balance in the county 
revenue fund is $119.920.44.

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A belligerent note has been struck in the encounter of 
the Jesus movement and the traditional church. It was 
bound to come and it carries the seeds of continuing con­ 
flict for the Christian church. There appears to be three 
aspects of the Jesus m ovem ent which blend into one as 
far as the public is concerned. This is unfortunate and the 
several manifestations of religious “ happening” need to 
be carefully sorted out for they differ drastically. 
The first aspect of the Jesus movement is commercial. 
It centers around the record, and Broadway production, 
“Jesus Christ Superstar.” A folk rock opera, it has catchy 
tunes and a pounding pace. The theology is thin, present­ 
ing Jesus as a confused and bewildered humanitarian. 
The material, cast and song have enjoyed popular a c­ 
ceptance—like any other commercial musical. It will fade, 
for Broadway always looks to new seasons and new stars. 
The Children of God is now an international movement, 
spun out of the Jesus people that blossomed in California 
and Texas. Absolute, total allegiance to their fundamental 
brand of religion is demanded of members.

In some areas 
the conflict within family and community has become so 
intense that a counter-organization has been formed, 
called Parents’ Committee to Free Our Children from the 
Children of God While proclaiming valid truths of the 
Bible (judgment of a sensuous culture, criticism of a lazy 
church), they appear to ignore the love and peace and 
reconciliation of the New Testament. 
The third and, to this writer, the most significant aspect 
of the Jesus movement is the stirring of so many young 
people and children to a new and vital relationship to 
Jesus Christ. The rise of religion for many is nothing less 
than the moving of the Holy Spirit in individual lives. It is 
activated by a need for certainty in a century of change. 
It is a yearning for moral and spiritual depth in a society 
drenched with sexploitation, an advertising avalanche to 
buv-buy-buy, and a nation that talks peace and builds 
bigger bombs. For hundreds of thousands of young peo­ 
ple. the New Testament has become a relevant and thrill­ 
ing book—but the book is about a Person, not an idea or 
concept. 
The result of all this is mixed. One comment, by Peter 
Adgie, the pastor of the United Church. Los Alamos, N.M., 
is timely: 
“ During the past month a number of high school stu­ 
dents in Los Alamos have committed their lives to Christ 
in a manner which perhaps can best be described as 
sudden and wonderful, although inexplicable to some. 
Some of those who have found a new vision of Christ are 
from the United Church, but many are from the com m u­ 
nity at large. Their zeal, earnestness and eagerness to 
learn more of their Savior is amazing to see: heartwarm ­ 
ing to some, disconcerting to others. 
“ Clearly, these new Christians 
need support, under­ 
standing, compassion, and love, as they take their first 
steps in the Christian life. From various parts of our com ­ 
munity they have already experienced ridicule, rejection, 
severe criticism and scorn, and there are even those who 
are attempting to stamp out their faith ere it can be an­ 
chored in prayer and the Bible. 
“ Christians in the United Church! Talk with these stu­ 
dents. help them whenever you can. go out of your way to 
know them, and pray for them! . . . How happy and 
thankful we are that the Holy Spirit has found them ” 
Leadership Failure Claimed 


KANSAS CITY (AP) 
The general secretary of the 
World Council of Churches said Saturday that American 
churches share in responsibility for the “ failure of United 
States leadership” in the world. 
Dr. Eugene Carson Blake said the “overwhelming 
opinion” of Christians with whom he has talked in other 
nations

responsibility and forfeiting its leadership of the world. 
“ This failure,” he said, “ is seen essentially as a moral 
and spiritual failure and is therefore partly at least the 
responsibility of the American churches 
Protestant, 
Orthodox and Roman Catholic 
and of the Jewish 
com m unity.” 
I)r. Blake's comments came in remarks prepared for 
delivery Saturday afternoon at an interfaith conference 
here on the war in Southeast Asia. 
“ It appears to me that it is the task of the American 
churches to challenge with whatsoever influence they have 
not merely the policies of the United States in Southeast 
Asia, but also the basic moral assumptions used as the 
justifications of these policies,” he said.
